The 42-year-old Montclair 
native is a Senior Vice President 
at Kidder-Peabody, President of 
the Boys and Girls Club of 
Newark, Director of the Bishop 
Tutu Scholarship Fund, and 
Chairman of the One-to-One 
program. 

A high school football All- 
American from Montclair High, 
the former halfback, along with 
past professional stars Franco 
Harris and Jack Tatum, 
comprised the 1967 All State 
backfield. He was the first 
African-American to score a 
touchdown for Princeton 
University, lived in Kenya four 
years, and worked as a 
Management Consultant for 17 
years on the African continent. 

For some, these worthy 
credentials might depict the 
trappings of conservatism, 
appearing to have been wrought 
more from an Ivy League mindset 
than the earthy pragmatism he 
preaches. 

The problem comes with the 
Lester Bowie Principal: The jazz 
trumpeter said, "The real 
revolutionary is one who isn't 
apparent."

_ PHILADELPHIA — The de- 
terminants of life in America are 
moving further and further away 
from the needs, aspirations, and 
dreams of our people. We under- 
Stand that economic and interna- 
tional policies are important to 
the contexts within which we live 
our lives. But, daily it appears in- 
creasingly as though the fruits of 
these policies are ends in them- 
selves, and that we the people 
have become pawns to be ma- 
nipulated in the achievement of 
those ends. We are sent off to war 
in the name of international order. 
We are hired and laid off as eco- 
nomic fortunes ebb and flow. We 
are increasingly viewed as cogs in 
a great impersonal wheel that 
turns. on power politics and 
money, 


In the meantime, the fabric of 
life in our communities is weak- 
ening almost beyond repair. 
Young lives are repeatedly 
snuffed out by drug related cross 
fire. Vacant and vandalized 
buildings plague our neighbor- 
hoods. Our children go unedu- 
cated, and the nation's urban 
centers are disintegrating right 
before our very eyes. These are 
the symptoms of crisis which, if 
left unchecked, will threaten the 
hope of the world which this great 
nation represents. 


Lest we be characterized as 
whining victims, let us remind 
ourselves that we are a self-gov- 
erning people. What happens in 
this country is our responsibility. 
If our democracy is to remain a 
government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, we must 
effect a major transformation of 
priorities which will redirect our 
resources toward policies and 
programs which empower the 
human spirit — policies and pro- 
grams which make life work on a 
human scale, in terms of human 
values. -

Verwoerd promised that the Re- 
public would give "separate but 
equal development to African 
South Africans and European 
South Africans. But, since Ver- 
woerd's assassination by a fellow 
white person inside parliament in 
1966, no equal development has 
taken place in South Africa where 
a white minority dominates the 
black bulk of the population. 

In 1975, Verwoerd's succes- 
sor, Prime Minister John B. 
Vorster, also under intense inter- 
nal and world pressure... 
squirmed, "Give South Africa 
only six more months, and 
apartheid will be a thing of the 
past" But fifteen years have 
passed since John Vorster made 
that plaintive cry, and apartheid is 
still very much in place. In 1982, 
Vorster's successor, President P. 
W. Botha, also under internal and 
external pressures, and economic 
sanctions, told South Africa and 
the world community of nations 
that apartheid was "outdated," 
and that it should be "abolished." 
President Botha then went on to 
promise South Africa and all of 
mankind a new constitution 
which would end apartheid. But, 
President Botha's 1983 constitu- 
tion was political disaster which 
worsened the racial situation in 
the country. Botha's ethnically- 


oriented "tri-cameral parliament" 
totally excluded all 29,000,000 
Africans from citizenship and the 
franchise! When Botha was fi- 
nally forced to relinquish the 
presidency in 1989, the racial sit- 
uation in the country was at the 
height of turmoil! 

Only two years ago, President 
Botha was succeeded by Presi- 
dent F.W. de Klerk. Soon after 
his ascendancy to the presidency, 
President de Klerk, also under 
extreme internal and external 
Pressures and economic sanctions 
and opposition..., promised to end 
apartheid; release political pris- 
oners; unban ANC and other re- 
stricted black political organiza- 
tions, and turn South Africa into a 
non-racial and democratic nation. 
But, until this third month of 
1991, the pillars of apartheid are 
still very much in place! 

When ANC Deputy President 
Nelson Mandela came to the 
U.S.A. in mid-1990, he told 
America that apartheid was still 
very much in place. To this day, 
South Africa hasn't moved an 
inch from apartheid and. white 
domination. And the country is in 
turmoil and apartheid's brutal 
workings are killing thousands of 
African South Africans, All ru- 
mors about change are misinfor- 
mation, propaganda, exaggera-

tion, deception or simple fantasy. 
White domination and minority 
rule are still in place, and Nelson 
Mandela's efforts towards democ- 
ratization are being foiled by 
President de Klerk's delaying tac- 
tics. And, what is worse, South 
Africa is daily being drawn into 
genocide, civil war and anarchy. 

Without doubt, President de 
Klerk isn't different from his pre- 
decessors, P.W. Botha, John B. 
Vorster and Hendrik F. Verwo- 
erd. And everything points to the 
fact that de Klerk's administration 
will end without seeing South 
Africa becoming a non racial 
democracy.. 
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The success of this plan will be. 
determined solely by the measure 
of political will garnered in its 
support. 


And so we ask you to engage. 
We must present the details of our 
plan to save our cities. We need 
to develop strategies to make this 
plan a reality, We need to present 
urban revitalization issues and 
Opportunities for consideration, 
and supply very specific informa- 
tion about on becoming involved

Itis difficult, if not impossible, to determine what really has happened. 
The fact remains, our institutions are our responsibility. 

We are better educated and make better incomes than our 
forefathers, yet we are less willing to finance our organizations and 
institutions. "It seems as if our millionaire singers, basketball players, 
baseball players and others have forgotten the struggle, the people, and 
how they got the opportunity," you say. So be it; however, it is not up 
to anyone of us to wait and place blame. With over 30 million African 
Americans, each could give a dollar a week and provide the budget for 
most of our organizations to do what they need to do. Likewise, our 
organizations may need to rethink how they will spend their resources. 

We must seriously evaluate our organizations and decide which 
still have a viable role and make every effort to strengthen them. 
Likewise we must regain a will to truly appeal to the people and 
demand their support. We must be more persistent in creating and 
supporting the institutions that are necessary to improve our 
communities.

It's headache time in Newark 


It's time to realign the city's _ 
five ward so that ward popula- 4 
tions are balanced within 10 per- 
cent of each other. 

The responsibility of this 
chaotic chore is up to the Newark 
Ward Commission of five mem- 
bers of the Essex County Board. 
of Elections appointed by the 
Governor. 

Councilman-at-large Donald 
Tucker predicts some rough days 
ahead for the commission pri- 
marily because out of five mem- 
bers, only two are from Newark. 
According to councilman-at-large 
Gary Harris if members of the 
commission do not know the "ins 
and outs" of the city, difficult is. 
putting it mildly. 

In the past, disagreement. on 
alignment involved only white 
and black politicians. This year, 
like it or not, Hispanics must be 
taken into serious consideration 
because Newark has one of the. 
largest Hispanic populations in 
New Jersey. 

Once again controversial cen- 
sus figures will be the basis for 
deciding where the new ward 
boundaries will be placed. Tucker 
estimated the North Ward could 
lose 7,000 people from a popula- 
tion of $2,516; and the Central 
Ward, which has 44,448 residents 
o to gain 9,000. 

Nobody knows how 
commission will realign bound- 
aries, but North Ward councilman 
Tony Carrino is already threat-

The basis for the Hip Hop 
Movement is young blacks get- 
ting together and doing things for 
themselves, whether it be rap mu- 
sic or filmmaking.

As Spike Lee explains it in 
Do The Right Thing, his book on 
his movie, "I hope to further de- 
mystify the filmmaking pro-é 
Film is no hocus pocus magic 
stuff.

This demystification of the 
process of making art has 
unleased a tidal wave of black 
creativity that has some 
similarities with the Harlem 
Renaissance of the 20's and the 
Black Arts Movement of the 60's.
